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The Question 
Of Arbitrariness 


It was when he came to the question of arbitrariness that Solici- 
tor Biggar stopped and the machinery of the investigation came to 
a halt because the solicitor said that the charge was too intangible 
and indistinct for an answer. 

This is the contention that the Capital has been making all tine 
time, 

The real complaint aaginst Mr. Bouillon is not with regard to 
his business management, for while this may have been bad in 
places, it has been good in others, and the good and the bad will 
probably counterbalance. 

But where Mr. Bouillon was expected to show an organizing 
ability and showed instead a cantankerousness which deprived the 
city of the services of good men and wrecked the esperit de corps 
of the civic service, he displayed characteristics which make him im- 
possible in the position. 

To prove this, however, is a difficult feat. The anti-Bouillon 
faction have cited the cases of the two dismissed superintendents 
and the three resigned superintendents. The circumstances of these 
dismissals and resignations Mr. Biggar wants cited as arbitrary in- 
cidents, proposing to go ahead and argue that they were not arbit- 
rary incidents. But Solicitor McCaul takes the ground that the in- 
cidents themselves do not constitute the arbitrariness; that they 
are merely the evidences of arbitrariness, and he cites the facts that 
they occurred and puts in testimony as to how and why they 
occurred, intending to show thereby that there was arbitrariness. 

It is the old case of trying to prove or disprove a frame of 
mind; something that cannot very well be done until a mental 
stethascope has been invented which will record the convolutions of 
a human brain. 

And yet the experience of the past year has been crowded with 
incidents to show that Mr. Bouillon is a man whose mental equip- 
ment is not of the order necessary for successfully handling a large 


body of men. 

All the investigations in the world might be held on this point 
and it never be proven to a legal certainty, but the council might 
nevertheless be absolutely satisfied that in the interests of the city 
it was netessary to make a change in the personnel of its head of all 
departments. 

Which is just exactly where the city is at on the Bouillon case, 
as'the Capital has all along intimated that it would be. 


Publicity the 
Great Rectifier 


The Calgary Albertan puts its finger on the spot on this cam- 
paign fund business when it says that the proper cure for mysterious- 
ness in election swags is publicity; that the publication of the source 
of the money would put an end to big interests paying election ex- 
penses for the purpose of getting favors from the parties after elec- 
tion. 

Undoubtdly this is so. And if it is so, and seeing that both 
parties clothe their operations with the greatest secrecy, is not any 
move to bring a corruption fund to light a good move? 

The Oliver people have been talking a good deal about the 
publication of a forged bank account, which they say was stolen. 
But after all, is that not the way Abe Rueff talked in his time? And 
would it not be a long time that the public would be in darkness if 
they had to wait until the politicians who came into possession of 
mysterious funds came out and told about it themselves? 


Rules of the Road 
Not Well Observed 


A pamphlet placed in the hands of automobilists explaining to 
them the rules of the road would do much to avert possible accidents. 

There are many drivers of gas wagons in this city who either 
do not know how to turn a corner or do not care. It is quite a com- 
mon thing: to see automobilists come around on the. short turn, 
swinging into the crowded thoroughfare on exactly the path that a 
driver from the other direction would take if leaving the 
thoroughfare. Good luck has so far prevented serious accident, but 
with the increasing number of machines and the increasing traffic 
good luck will not always win out over bad driving. 

It is also quite as common to see drivers turn directly from the 
curb and wheel about on the Jow gear to start down the street in 
the opposite direction without even going to the other side of the 
street, let alone going to the corner to turn. That kind of driving 
may do for a while, but with the number of machines in the streets 
increasing every day, it is certain to lead to a fatality sooner or 
later.

COMPENSATION 
APPEAL Got 


COURT DECIDES THAT PROVISIONS 
OF 1902 ACT DO NOT APPLY TO 
ALIEN DEPENDENTS OF WORK- 
MEN—CROW’S NEST PASS CO. 
WAN CASE, 


Victoria, B. C., May 80.—-The court 
of appeals here yesterday in the case of 
Kruzus vs. Crow's Nest Pass Coal com- 
pany, a case which has obtained wide 
notoriety throughoutt he provinee, de- 
cided that the provisions of the Work- 
men’s Compnsation act, $902, award- 
ing compnsation to the dependents of 
a deceased workman in circumstances 
provided for in the aet don ot apply 
to alien dependents of such workmen 
residing in a foreign country. The 
respondent company appealed from the 
judgment of Justice Clement upon 
a case slated submitted for his opin- 


jon by County Court Judge Wilson, 
acting as an arbitrator under the 


Workmen's compensation act, 1902. 


The deceased, a workman employed 
by the respondent company, was killed 
in an acicdent arising out of and in 
the course of his employment, and the 
applicant applied for compensatioy un- 
der the Workmen's Compensation Act, 
1902, on behalf of the widow, who 
resided at the time of the aecident, and 
since, in Austria.

and ever since? (2) Can such legal 
personal representative in such circum- 
stances enforce payment to him of 
compensation so awarded by an ac- 
tion on the award? (3) Gan such 
legal personal representative in such 
cireumstanees enforce payment of the 
award pursuant to section 8 of the 
second schedule of the Workmen's 
Compensation Act, 1902? Clement, J., 
answered the first question in the af- 
firmative, and expressed no opinion 
on the other two.
